Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 5, there is a double recitation of the location of the ports. 

Claim Objections 

Claim7 is objected to because of the following informalities: the use of the 
phrase "the lumen" is objected to because it has not been previously recited. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 4-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bagaoisan, et al.-6849068. 

Bagaoisan discloses a catheter having distal side aspiration ports and a blood 
filter. It can be guided into position by guidewire. The guidewire lumen may extend only 
the last few cm. from the distal end of the catheter. Noting fig. 5, the distal end of the 
aspiration lumen is in communication with the distal end of the guidewire lumen. If a 
particle were placed just proximal of the proximal end of the guidewire lumen, the 
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aspiration pressure drawn through the aspiration lumen would cause the particle to 
enter the proximal end of the guidewire lumen, traverse through the lumen exit the distal 
end of the guidewire lumen, enter the distal end of the aspiration lumen and then 
traverse the aspiration lumen to the aspiration pressure-applying device. In this way, the 
limitations of claims 17 and 18 are met. See fig. 8c, 9; col. 2 lines 55-68; col. 3 lines 1- 
64; col. 5 lines 45-63; and col. 6 lines 59-64 for specifics of the apparatus and the 
manner of use not specifically detailed above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 20 is allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nool, et al.-2005/0004594 A1 discloses a device very similar in 
strcutur and function to that of Bagaoisan.
